The "Cevedidian Contention 


Necessity, it has been said, is the mother of invention, and certainly the 
absolute necessity of Governments during and since the war period to find 
large revenues wherewith to meet heavy national expenditures and unpre- 
cedented interest charges led to the inauguration, if not invention, of new 
schemes and methods of taxation. During the war it was practically impos- 
sible to contro? expenditures, hence it was necessary to raise-money—by—ber- 
rowings and through excessive taxation to cover such expenditures. This 
practice, then enforced ‘upon Governments, has for too long a period been 
continued—Governments basing their revenue requirements upon their ex- 


penditures, instead of endeavoring to bring expenditures within the limits of | 


their revenues. 

More recently, attempts have been made to reduce expendi- 
tures. The Washington conference on armaments was a noteworthy attempt 
in that direction. In Great Britain remarkable economies have been recom- 
mended by the Geddes Commission, and steps are now being taken to put 
many of these into effect. 
to bring about reduction in national expenditures, instead of merely striving 
to devise new means of taxation and enlarged revenues. ‘These are signs of 
a return to national sanity, because the road we were travelling was bound 
ere long to end in disaster. Municipal governments are likewise beginning: 
to learn from past bitter experiences, and reductions in civic budgets are the 
order of the day. 

There is, however, one field in Canada which would appear to offer an op- 
portunity for harvesting a valuable crop of national economies and savings in 
expenditures, both Federally and Provincially, that is being neglected. Un- 
doubtedly, polticians are somewhat loth to tackle it as once the question is 
opened to close investigation and expert study there is no telling what acute 
differences of opinion may develop throughout the country, or what really 
troublesome questions may call for answer and a solution. It is a case of 
leaving well enough alone no matter how bad that “well enough” may be. 

We refer to the very large question of the increasingly apparent need for 
a revision of Canada’s constitution as it is laid down in black and white in 
the British North America Act. During more than half a century of un- 
paralled change and progress throughout the world, there has been practically 
no amendment of any importance to the Canadian constitution. It still 
stands as it was written to meet the needs of 1867 and the future as it could 
be read by statesmen at that time. 

The B.N.A. Act was the product of almost innumerable compromises, and 
unless these compromises had been effected at that time the Dominion would 
never have been brought into existence. But surely Canada has advanced 
—sufliciently, and national sentiment developed io an extent, 1o warrant the 
hope that we have outgrown the need for many of the compromises effected 
fo meet the local fears and jealousies of Provincial units and minorities in 
1867. 

With one of the heaviest per capita national debts in the world it is 
essential that Canada should enforce economies in administration and ex- 
penditure wherever it can be done without impairing the efficiency of the 
public services. And where it is possible to effect changes which will not 
only prove economical but add to efficiency in service and administration, 
surely it is the height of folly to neglect them merely because the path to 
reform may be strewn with difficulty. 

After all no very great controversial questions need be involved in a 
consideration of quite a few subjects wherein there will be found to lie big 
opportunities for increased efficiency in public services at_a very materially 
reduced cost to the country at large and relief to the over-burdened taxpayer 
All that is required is courage, straight business sense, and some of that 
same grim determination and untiring patience which characterized Lloyd 
George in connection with the Irish negotiations and is again the outstanding 
feature of the International conference at Genoa. 

There are anomalies, inconstistencies, and duplications in the British 
North America Act costing this country millions of dollars annually, which, 
if they existed in connection with any big industrial concern, would occupy 
the minds of the directors until they are removed and the problems whieh 
they present definitely solved.

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An illuminating closeup of the 
workings of Scotland Yard, London's 
great police system, especially during 
the war, is given by the following in- 
cident related by Robert J. Thomp- 
son, an American writer, in the Dear- 
born Independent. 

Back in 1908 Mr. Thompson paid a 
visit to the Museum of Crime in 
Scotland Yard, had his finger prints 
taken in the ordinary criminal way, 
and carried away a copy of the im- 
pression. 

The other day he called at the 
headquarters of Scotland Yard and 
asked to see the chief of the criminal 
identification bureau. On being ask- 
ed his name and the nature of his 
business he took out the souvenir 
copy of his finger prints of 1908, with 
all the identification memoranda (ex: 
cept the date) removed and handed 
it, with nothing else, to the messen- 
ger, saying: “Here’s my card and I 
will tell the chief himself the nature 
of my business.” 

He waited three-quarters 
hour for the messenger to 
Then, in-his-own-words: 


{ was led to an office where a 
keen-eyed and pleasant-faced man 
sat at a big desk and greeted me with 
a wave of his hand. Looking up and, 
speaking slowly, he said: “Take a 
chair, Mr, Thompson, and tell me 
what we can do fer you. I see by 
your dossier that you are no longer 
in the American consular service. 
That you resigned in 1915. That you 
wrote a book on the war—in the early 
days of the conflict. That you pass- 
ed through our ‘Intelligence’ lines 
from Tilbury Docks to Holland in 
May,. 1915, with a special journalistic 
commission from the Chicago Tribune 
and the London Times. That you be- 
came ill at_The Hague. That you 
spent the winter of 1915-16 in Berlin, 
and that you went to Switzerland to 
recuperate and stayed there until af- 
ter the close of the war. . Now, again, 
what can we do for you? it is fur- 
ther observed that you were introduc- 
ed here in 1908 by a Dr. Clark, of New 
York.” 

“Well,” 1 responded, “what can you 
do for me? You have already done 
it! Three-quarters of an hour ago 
not a soul about the place knew my 
hame nor who I was, or where I 
came from. I must say that the thing 
works perfectly and it is too bad, I 
am sure, that I am not a criminal, 
and that I was not a German-agent.”

In my opinion, Canada cannot af- 
ford to be without a definite and 
forward immigration policy much 
jonger. While ww is urged that the 
depression both in agriculture and 
in general industry. with consequent 
unemployment during the past win- 
ter is a reason why active immigra- 
tion measures should not be taken, 
it must not be forgotten that there 
are types of immigrants that can 
be readily obtained and brought to 
Canada without the possibility of 
adding to the burdens of the couh- 
try. The immigration of young peo- 
ple of British stock can be accom- 
plished without affecting in any 
material degree the existing situa- 
tion respecting unemployment, The 
immigration ot domestic servants in 
substantial numbers may reason- 
ably be encouraged and the immi- 
gration of agriculturalists from| 
Northern Europe, Great Britain anu | 
the United States“ who can onty~ be} 
secured in limited numbers should 
be actively prosecuted. In addition, 
the Government would, I think, be 
well warranted in framing “a policy 
designed to permit more general 
immigration of carefully selected 
types from countries, the people of 
which have heretofore come to this 
country and succeeded under Cana- 
dian conditions, It must not be for- 
gotten that Canada’s opportunities 
deserve widespread recognition and 
even if adequate machinery is now 
begun to be set up, it will not be 
until 1923 that the results of the 
Government’s activities will be felt. 
Unless we feel that the conditions 
in this country will not be improved 
for some considerable time to come 
it would appear that the prelim. 
inary steps to obtain immigrants in 
substantial numbers should be taken 
without further delay. The Cana 
dian Pacific for many years has 
been the most active colonization 
agency in Canada. Settlers to the 
number of 54,000 have been placed 
upon its lands alone and the cost of 
the company’s activities in land sell 
ing, irrigation and colonization since 
its incorporation has been extremie- 
ly large, amounting in the aggre 
gate to approximately $68,000,000, 
an amount in excess of the total 
expenditure of e Dominion Gov- 
ernment for immigration during 
that period. J 
As forecasted in the address at 
the last annual meeting, reductions 
took place during the year in both 
rates of wages and in freight and 
assenger rates; the former which 
aarti effective July 16th last was 
equivalent to a reduction of 9.03 
per cent on then existing payrolls 
of the company. The demand for 
further freight rate reductions is 
still persistent throughout Canada 
and to the evisting scale of rates is 
attributed much of the prevent 
slackness in business, It is, in my 
opinion, an entirely erroneous im- 
pression that the existing freight 
rates are the cause rather than the 
result of the present economie con- 
ditions, the most important of which 
from a transportation standpoint is 
the present scale of wages and 
working conditions which the rail- 
ways were compelled by Govern- 
ment authority to accept during the 
war. Jt is the view of your direc- 
tors and it has been their view for 
some time that the scaling down- 
wards of freight rates should be be- 
with reductions on basic commo- 
, especially in those industries 
which have felt the general depres-

pany of a subsidy of $38,800,000 in 
aid of the construction of a railway 
to the Crow’s Nest and Southern 
British Columbia reductions in rates 
on certain named commodities ship- 
ved from Eastern Canada to points 
in the West’'and on grain to Fort 
William were exacted with the ob 
vious intent of assisting the coloni- 
zation of the Prairie Provinces. The 
so-called Crow’s Nest rates on the 
commodities specified are from lJ 
per cent to 49 per cent lower than 
the rates at present being charged. 
The intention of Parliament at that 
time undoubtedly was to create spec- 
ial rates which the company. would 
be entitled to collect and which 
would be legal though not bearing 
a fair relation to other rates.
